Its purpose was 
to coin the war feeling, he said, into 
larger dividends and more business: 

‘“War-is in thé interest of “a few 
people,’ not ofall,” Mr: Bryan said. 
‘ The- profits are garnered by a’ few, 
while the masses pay the taxes. A-few 


men gain glory, while the mothers of: 


the nation furnish the sons who make 
food for battlefields. War résts upon 
feeling, not upon necessity. 

“A® people increase in intelligence, 
they not only take an increasing pride 
in deciding questions upon’ ‘the basis of 
intelligence, but with increasing informa- 
tion ‘they learn the awful cost of war, 
as well’as its usélessneéss. ‘Intelligence 
leads us to understand the: causes that 
lead up to war. We understand as we 
grow in intelligence what subsidized 
patriotism means; what it means for 
people. to hide behind’ the plea of 
patriotisrn as they attempt to advance 
their own pecuniary interests. — 


Assails Armor Interests, 


“The world is learning that back of 
much. of. the furor. for. war, back of 
much of the stirring of the. passions 
of the people, is the interest: in’ armor 
plate and in battleships on the part: of 
corporations whose business it is to 
build these battleships and make. this 
armorplate.

House by Guy Lowell, which were se- 
lected by the jury of award appointed 
by the Court House Board. The com- 
mission will meet the Court House Com- 
missioners on Tuesday to talk the plans 
over, and it is expected that on that oc- 
easion they will consider some of the 
criticisms of the internal arrangements 
of the building. These relate especially. 
to the provision for light and ventila- 
tion and to the sufficiency of the. exits 
in case of a fire or other disturbance, 
‘When these points were brought up at 
the offices of the Court House Board by 
a Timms reporter, entire confidence was 
expressed in the ability of Mr. Lowell 
to meet all of them. ‘Some of the at- 
tacks were directed, it was explained, 
against the arrangements which had 
been adopted after special study of. the 
the requirements of such. a etructure 
as the. Court House, and many of ‘them 
were evidently the result of the diffi- 
culty everybody finds in appreciating 
the extraordinary size of the building. 
The diameter of the new. Court House 
will be about 400 feet. . That is to-say, 
it would be impossible to get it into 
Columbus Circle. The interior annular 
court, which will perform the functions 
of an airshaft, will be. 82. feet across 
and will exceed in’ width’ such thor- 
oughfares as Gold, Cedar, and Mor- 
ris Streets. Consequently, when the 
value of this annular court. from the 
ventilating and lighting point of view 
is considered, it is. necessary to think 
not of the ordinary airshaft, but of the 
effect such streets as those mentioned 
have in rg J the lofty buildings on 
which they op 
Boo Lowell  Jenianed this court to act 
an exhaust flue in the ventilating 
Schame of the building, and his theories 
have already received, it was said, the 
indorsement of engineers who have given 
special attention to ventilating prob- 
lems. It is believed that the ventilation 
of the courtrooms will work out in this 
way: Bach room extends through two 
stories of the building and has at one 
end a gallery running back to the wall 
of the interior annular court. At the 
top of these galleries are two windows, 
and-on the exterior wall of the court- 
room, openi on to the outer air, are 
three other big windows. 
It is so arranged that a-comparatively 
ortion of these exterior windows 
may be .opened without. .openin the 
rest. Air is thus admitted, an -will 
flow’ across the courtroom and out of 
the windows over.the galleries, It will 
reach the eter ier. court, and will Be 
sucked upwards to escape pt 
roof. No air, it is argued, will be ad- 
mitted..into ‘the courtrooms from the 
interior court, so that the objection 
based on the crypt that odors or vit- 
fated air will be carried from one part 
of the building to another by means of 
the interior court is founded on a mis- 
understanding, it is believed. The 
courtrooms will draw their ‘air supply 
entirely from the unrestricted space

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SUBWAY FARES AND TAXES. 

Mr. Wiiucox, Chief of the Franchise 
Bureau of the Public Service Com- 
mission, prudently withheld his au- 
thority from the calculation that in 
1960 this city, would have 4 popula- 
~~tion of 21,000,000; and that its rapid 
transit system would collect 21,000,- 
000,000 fares. It does not follow that 
the ‘system will be a burden to the 
city’s credit and resources for that 
reason. First, unless all calcula- 
tions fail, there will be a great re- 
duction in the number of long dis- 
tance riders, and a corresponding in- 
crease in revenue from operation. 
Every passenger who rides more than 
five miles is a source of loss, and the 
readjustment of population raises the 
‘hope that few or none will need to 
ride long distances. There, then, may 
be a large reduction in gross without 
a corresponding loss in net, and it Is 
to the net that the system must look 
for its solvency. Secondly, the system 
might run at some loss, and the city 
still be a gainer. 

The subway system is designed to 
remake the gity. by facilitation of the 
‘redistribution of population in 4 
manner necessary for reasons of com- 
fort and sanitation and solvency of 
citizens Apart from solvency of the 
city. The subway system is an enter- 
prise of civic patriotism, to enable 
citizens to live under better condi- 
tions and more cheaply than would be 
possible otherwise. The city was ob- 
ligated to take the risk of profit from 
operation, first, because of the re- 
strictive legislation which made en- 
largement of ‘ts transit facilities im- 
possible otherwise, and, secondly, by 
the urgent necessity of expanding its 
tax valuations. The enlargement of 
tax valuations on the present basis is 
hopeless. That can result only from 
the emigration to the outer ring of 
the excess of population, which now 
congests the central borough, and 
hampers its growth by taking space 
for living which is necessary for trad- 
ing. It is superfluous to specify the 
accumulation of indications that the 
city’s growth was being suffocated. 
The taxpayers’ rebellion, and the con- 
sideration of an ordinance forbidding 
the city’s employés to remove outside 
the State as well as the city, are 
proofs enough and to spare. 

The city could not stand still, and 
was in danger ‘of going backward 
unless relieved. from the restrictions 
imposed in the name of an impossible 
perfection by supramundane reform- 
ers who now are loud in criticism of 
the effects of their activities, and 
who yet seek to be influential in di- 
.recting affairs. There is room for 
criticism of the subway project if the 
field were clear for criticism. The 
way taken is defensible only because 
it is the only way. The easiest way 
and best way is the way denounced 
as-such robbery that its duplication 
must be made impossible. THE 
Times has never wavered either in 
preference for contract No. 1 as: 
a model for subway construction nor 
in defense of the dual subway when 
it became evident that no other way 
a ‘Was possible.

“ COMMERCIALIZED” VICE. 

The Bureau of Social Hygiene has 
prepared the first of a series of four 
volumes containing the results. of the 
studies of its investigators as to the 
social evil. It is devoted to “com- 
mercialized prostitution ” in the Bor- 
ough of Manhattan, the old City of 
New York, and its author is GEORGE 
J. KNEELAND, who has had experience 
in such work in Chicago and else- 
where. In addition Miss KATHARINE 
B. Davis, Superintendent of the Bed- 
ford Reformatory, presents the _re- 
sults of a careful study of 647 girls 
committed to that institution. Statis- 
tics are given showing a very great 
discrepancy between the nuniber of 
“vice resorts’ reported by the police 
and the number found by the buréau’s 
agents, but no attempt to explain it 
is made, nor is the conduct of the 
police or other authorities in any way 
criticised. 

The object of the volume is to de- 
scribe as fully as possible the actual 
conditions existing as to prostitution 
as a business, not only that of the 
wretched women engaged in it, but 
the business of organized capitalists 
and managers and the numerous 
agents and aids whom they employ.: 
Light also is thrown on the “side” 
profits from the illicit sale of 
alcoholic drinks and similar sources. 
Much attention is given to the meth! 
ods of recruiting the army of vice in 
which disease and other causes make 
the average term ge service’ very 
short and for which recruits are con- 
stantly sought in all sorts of ways, 
many of them very revolting and in- 
credibly base. 

Three more volumes are to follow, 


large cities in America, another with 
the methods of handling the evil in 
European cities and their results, and 
still another with the organization 
and methods of the European police: 
These reports are intended to give the 
information needed for a final con- 
sideration of practicable measures 
for remedying or reducing the mon- 
strous evil they disclose and will be 
studied by those engaged in the solu- 
tion of the problem. For this class, 
limited but extremely important, they 
will obviously be of value. While, as 
we have said, no criticism of the 
authorities of New York is made in 
the report devoted to this city, the 
facts revealed show the absolute need 
of a thorough reform in our police 
methods and aims. 








THE SICKNESS OF FRANCE, 
The statements and the figures cited 
by ex-Premier HisoT and M. Bovur- 
GEOIS, quoted in our Paris dispatches 
yesterday, as to the relative physical 
decline of. the population of France, 
are certainly disquieting. A high 
‘death rate, a low birth rate, the ex- 
cessive prevalence of disease that can 
be diminished, if not prevented,.and a 
Government comparatively indifferent 
to its prime duties, these are not what 
we would expect in a nation of such 
intelligence as the French. 

Some-of the causes of this unfor- 
tunate state of things are remote and 
obscure. Others are plain enough. 
The low birth rate is in great. part 
accounted for by the compulsory 
division of property, but not entirely, 
since the rate is not materially 
higher in the well-to-do classes, while 
it is higher than the average among 
the peasants of certain regions.. Alco- 
holism appears to be on the inarease, 
and to tend toward the use of the 
stronger liquors, especially absinthe 
and the cheaper brandies. But the 
worst evil is tuberculosis, of which 
the percentage is more than twice that 
of Germany and England. Nor is this 
due to crowding in cities, since the 
urban population is notably smaller 
than in England and not greater than 
that of Germany. 3 

Doubtless much could be done by 
the Government which is not done, 
and for this M. Bourgeois holds ex- 
cessive partisan politics to blame. The 
Deputies are too much engrossed in 
the contentions of the numerous 
groups, and in the patronage which 
is the chief object of these conten- 
tions, to give attention to hygienic re- 
forms. But it cannot be denied that 
the Deputies represént, negatively at 
least, the public opinion and - - temper 
which would be respected ‘if- it were 
really earnest. It is toward the du- 
cation and arousing of thé. public that.

“ CUBA’S NEW PRESIDENT. 

Grave responsibilities will be as- 
sumed by Gen. Mario G. MENOCAL 
to-morrow when he takes the oath of 
office as President of the Republic of 
Cuba. Gen. MENocAL, though he was 
the candidate of the Conservative 
Party. received many thousands of 
Libéral-votes. He enters upon office 
with the respect and confidence of 
the majority of Cubans, He is be- 


|\lieved to be the one man capable of 


an orderly and businesslike transfor- 
mation of the chaos of Cuban admin- 
istrative affairs. The legacy to him 


‘of the outgoing Administration will 


be a bewilderment of finance and an 
unsettled ‘condition in every Govern- 
mental department. Gen. MENocAL 
has had a long. and sound business 
training; he is a man of affairs in 
the large sense; he has wealth, and 
his integrity is not to be doubted, 

Arrayed against him from the be- 
ginning will be a group of unscrupu- 
lous politicians.who have fattened on 
their country’s. afflictions and to 
whom “revolution” is a familiar 
means of securing profit. It is be- 
lieved that Gen. MENnocaL thoroughly 
understands their ‘tricks and manners 
and knows how to-deal with them. 
His first work will be to equalize 
taxation in Cuba. That little country, 
like Mexico, lacks a just land tax. 
Such a tax in Cuba will open large 
areas of uncultivated land to farming 
enterprises, and will remove one great 
source of discontent. 








WOMAN SUFFRAGE AND LIQUOR. 

The charge has been made by some 
of the woman suffragists that the 
anti-suffrage movement, if not in- 
“the liquor interests,” 
works in harmony with them. The 
charge has been supported by the 
loose statement that the large major- 
ity against woman suffrage in Michi- 
gan was due to the activity of the 
liquor dealers. Examination of the 
facts clearly refutes this charge. 

Of the seventeen counties in Michi- 
gan which voted in favor of equal 
suffrage, twelve are “wet” counties. 
That is to say, 70 per cent. of the 
counties favoring suffrage permit the 
manufacture and sale of: liquor, and 
only 30 per cent. of those counties are 
“dry.” Of the thirty-three counties 
in-the State in which the sale of liquor 
is prohibited, twenty-eight voted 
against woman suffrage. On the other 
hand, thirty-eight of the fifty unre- 
generate counties, in which the use of 
intoxicants is still tolerated, voted 
against woman suffrage. In other 
words, 76 per cent. of the wet coun- 
ties refused to grant the right to vote 
to women, while 84 per cent. of the 
prohibition counties were of the same 
opinion. 

The very day on which the vote for 
or against woman suffrage was cast, 


April 7 this year twelve Michigan’ 


counties voted on the liquor question. 
Wivery one of these counties opposed 
woman suffrage. In six of them, 
Genesee, Ionia, Sanilac, Lenawee, 
Clinton, and Montcalm, the aggregate 
majority in favor.of prohibition was 
2,519, while the aggregate majority 
against votes for women was 7,026.

At the meeting of 
Attacks Two the State Medical So- 
of Our ciety in Rochester, 
Institutions. last month, Dr. J. 
GEORGE ADAMI, the 
eminent Canadian scientist, read a 
paper on ‘“ Certain Elementary Concepts 
in Education Applied to Medicine,’’ that 
should have attracted more attention 
than it did. This it would have done, 
doubtless, had not its first publication, 
from ‘‘ethical’’ considerations, pre- 
sumably, been in the current issue of 
The Medical Record—an excellent jour- 
nal, to be sure, but hardly the most ef- 
fective place in which to print an article 
the interest and importance of which 
are just as great for laymen as,for doc- 
tors. , 

All that Dr. Apami wrote is as appli- 
cable to any other activity of life as to 
medicine, and if, as he thinks, we have 
some good physicians in spite of the 
State’s educational system rather than 
because of it, the effects of the system 
are by_no means confined to a single 
profession. 

Our Board of Regents, declares this 
bold critic, makes the grave, funda- 
mental mistake of. putting far too.-much 
emphasis on instruction, and: far too lit- 
tle on education, properly so called. It 
lays out a rigid curriculum, with an al- 
lotted number of “ periods ” for each of 
many definitely listed subjects, and to 
this it sternly holds, not only every stu- 
dent, but every school. Whoever has fol- 
lowed this course receives the brevet of 
competency and whoever has not must 
go without. quite regardless of the 
quality, as distinguished from the quan- 
tity, of his mental acquisitions. Indi- 


viduality is thus.repressed and the ex-' 


perimenting upon which all pregress de- 
pends is cruelly discouraged. 

It is when Dr, ADAMI takes up women 
teachers, however, that his statements 
invite and are sure to receive the fiercest 
criticism. One of them is; ‘‘ Heaven 
help the youth who between the years of 
12 and 18 is in the hands of women— 
women only—as teachers.’’ To the femi- 
nizing of education, which he says “is 
overwhelming ‘this country,’’ Dr. ADAMI 
ascribes ‘‘ both the growing increase in 
juvenile crime and the appalling increase 
in domestic misery.’’ He detlarés that 
the boy under a teacher who must ap- 
peal instead of commanding learns to 
get around difficulties instead of facing 
them manfully, does as he pleases heed- 
‘less of others, and becomes a selfish 
individualist. ‘Only last week,’’ he 
quotes ‘‘the foremost woman educa- 
tionalist in Canada” as saying, ‘‘a 
bright school teacher admitted to me 
that the one means she had discovered 
whereby she could manage hulking 
youths .was by indulging in a mild 
flirtation with them.”’

New York Urged to Include One in 
the National Guard. 


To the Ediior of The New York Times: 

The Legislature of New York has recently |. 
passed the Kane ‘bill, providing for the or- 
ganization and equipment of a negro regi- 
ment of infantry in the New York National 
Guard, to be quartered in New York City. 
For ten years the negroes of this State have 
been virtually begging for the military train- 
ing which common sense would have accord- 
ed them without.the asking. In- time of war 
the negro is always expected to perform mil- 
itary service, and to deny him military 
training in time of peace is inconsistent, to 
say the least. 

The National Guard, as the first support of 
the regular army, would certainly be called 
out in the event of war, and it is very im- 
portant that the negro citizen should have 
the opportunity for National Guard training. 

The only: objection that hag been offered to 
@ negro reginient in New York is based solely 
on race prejudice against negro officers. 
The ‘social bugaboo has loomed up when- 
ever this question has arisen. As a matter 
of fact, however, those who have seen field 
service know full well the absurdity of this 
hallucination. I se>ved in Cuba and in the 
Philippines in negro regiments with negro 
officers in the same posts with white regi- 
ments and white officers. I have seen mixed 
guards of colored and white soldiers and 
mixed formations of all kinds and never at 
any “time was there friction between them. 
In fact, many white officers of the regular 
army went out of their way to lend aid and 
encouragement to negro officers. 

Illinois, Ohio, and the District of Columbia 


have negro organizations, and Pennsylvania 
has just passed a measure to provide for a 
full negro regiment. The records of the 
War Department show that negro organiza- 
tions in the National Guard stand well: up 
on the efficiency reports, and there is. no 
pagers af any racial clashes between officers 
or MELVIN SOUTHWICK.

8ST. GEORGE AND THE DRAGON. 





England’s Patron Saint Not ‘the 
Same as Portofino’s. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your contributor has been misled by The 
London Graphic in his article on St. George. 
The patron saint of Portofigo, Italy, is not 
the St. George of England. 

The former, a Greek, born in Egypt about 
A. D.,300, known as George of Cappadocia, 
wandered over the Eastern empire a great 
deal, and may have slain a dragon on the 
banks of the Danube. He afterward became 
Archbishop of Alexandria, and acquired infa- 
mous notoriety from his cruelty and oppres- 
sion. He was murdered in Alexandria ‘‘ and 
his body cast into the sea’’ A. D. 362, 

St. George, the patron saint of England. 
lived two generations, or about sixty years, 
before the above. He was born at Lydda, 
not far from Jerusalem, and was also a Greek. 
He carried the Gospel to England about A. D. 
290-300, and returned and preached throughout 
Syria for some years. Legend s he slew 
the dragon at Beirut. He made a militant 
appeal to the Emperor to stay the persecu- 
tion of the Christian colony of Thessalontca, 
and was put to death at April 
23, 303 A. D. 

His ashes were preserved and carried to his 
birthplace, Lydda, and there buried. A: few 
years afterward a church was erected and 
still exists. Side by side with it stands a 
mosque. The martyr is venerated by beth 
faiths—by the Christians as St. George, by 
the Moslems as El udr.

“THE EDUCATORS’ TRUST” 





Held Responsible for Lax Promo- 
tlons and Curricula. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

.One of your correspondents on the Japa- 
‘nese question in California refers to the 
‘‘ peculiar American madness ’’ that all must 
be educated—the natural result. being that 
they will not work. Now, I hold this truth 
to be self-evident, that there is no such 
4+ madness’ as is put on the people, the 
much suffering, patient people. They are as 
much or even more the victims of an educa- 
tors’ trust as of any of the ‘‘trusts’’ we 
hear so much about. If they were ‘‘mad’’ 
for education they would be as willing to 
pay directly as they do for any other thing. 
Few, if any, are so poor as not to have nick- 
els and dimes ready to hand for the movies 
and drinks as well as for bread and meat, nor 
do they neglect cakes and ale any more than 
clothes and shelter. 

But they won't take education save it be 
at no personal expense, they can’t use it and 
they don’t even get it; for it is not peculiar 
to New York that school curriculums are hon- 
ored more in the breach than in the observ- 
ance, nor thatthe pupils are promoted on 20 
per cent. or 30 per cent. of their lesgons— 
and this for no loftier purpose than to fill 
the upper classes in the. schools with unpre- 
pared pupils for the profit of the educators, 
If this be madness there’s method in it, 
but the madness is not to be charged to the 
people as your correspondent suggests. They 
are fooled with delusive promises by other 
folks with a method. 

Eventually, out of the agitation now going 
on in school circles throughout the country 
as to a proper curriculum for common schools, 
we may hope to have promotions from class 
to class made according to reason. . Reason 
will dictate that pupils should know one 
grade before being advanced, and it will 
more closely resemble education to make 
them learn some grades accurately than all 
grades inaccurately. 

The Hanus reports will make excellent 
reading for those school systéms throughout 
the country which have made the New. York 
system their model—for here the carefully 
cultivated ‘‘ madness” of the American peo- 
ple for education has had its fullest expres- 
sion, here its results are at least as shocking 
as anywhere, here the ‘‘ method ’’ of the edu- 
cators’ trust has had fullest play.

British use of Commons has 
thrown out by-a majority of 47 a bill 
to give women the te. “That's a 
‘nasty blow for the an suffragists,” 
you say, ‘and will teach the militants 
a much-needed lesson.” Yes, but what 
if the woman suffragists who are thor- 
oughly in earnest, including the mili- 
tants, are chuckling over the result? 
Of course they ought to be in floods of 
tears, mourning the infidelity of men 
and the wrongs of women. Only they 
aren’t! You ¢an’t make it out. ‘Do 
they want the vote or do they not?” 
you say. ‘If they do then they ought 
to be grieved and worried and despond- 
ent. If they don’t and are only out for 
notoriety, well then——!” 

You are puzzled. The. second ex- 
Planation is certainly the easier, but 
it- doesn’t somehow fit in with all that 
you have heard about prison and hun- 
ger, striking and forcible feeding. Some 
of the English papers have recently 
contained an account of a woman (just 
one of the rank dnd file whose name 
will be forgotten in history) who has 
just been released from prison after 
seven. weeks; during the whole time 
she refused food; twice a day ward- 
resses and doctors entered her cell, 
seized and held ‘her, forced open her 
mouth with a steel. gag and against 
her resistance’ poured food into her 
stomach; some of ‘her. front teeth have 
been. broken as a result, and she may 
have *t go back to, prison under the 
“Cat and Mouse’’ bill. That is rather 
a big price to pay, i8 it.not, for a noto- 
riety which she certainly will never 
get? And then there are those Eng- 
lish women whom you yourself have 
met and’ whom you know to be in 
earnest. It is true, maybe, that they 
have never been to prison and they 
may be in floods of tears now. But— 
well—things& are not what they used 
to be in the good old days when women 
were women and did what women al- 
ways had done ard cried when women 
did not give them what we thought 
was not good for them! 

But why are women chifckling to-day, 
against all the rules of common sense? 
The fact is that they are quietly laugh- 
ing at the men of my country, and 
particularly at the men in the House of 
Commons. “ You dear, fascinating ba- 
bies,"’ they say to ye. “do you really 
think you are going to stop us getting 
what we want by defeating a mock 
bill after a delicious mock fight? Never 
since we guided your infant hands to 
fire off your wonderful cannon that 
were compounded of cardboard and 
Paste and elastic:and then let you win 
(because otherwise you would have 
cried,) have you done anything half so 
engaging, half so supremely ridiculous! 
And we really would shed tears about it 
to please you, only, you know, you are 
supposed to be srowy up now. Besides, 
we are in carnest, and so we have got 
to let you learn the real truth.” 

You are more mystified than ever. 
“Do they or do they not want the 
vote?’’ you ask again piteously. 

Let me try and explain. They do 
want the vote, and want it very badly. 
They want it for itself because of the 
hallmark of equality which it confers. 
They want the sex barrier swept away 
for what it will do for themselves, be- 
Cause .they. realize that men have not 
understood the problems of women and 
have not made laws for women which 
They want 
it for what it will enable them to do 
for children and for men and for the 
country as a whole; they see that while 
men have made marvelous progress dur- 
ing the last certury in machinery and 
invention and in business organization 
the human side of progress has been 
lamentably neglected, and they know 


that women understand this side better 
than men and will bring about far-

Norman Hapgood, leader of the Fusion 
oeaaan against Tammany, who on 
Sunt! 1 will become editor of Harper's 
Weekly, told reporters at the University 
Club last night that under his control 
Harper’s Weekly ‘frobably. would not 
publigh fiction, but would seek to be- 
come ‘‘ the spokesman of the rising po- 
litical and business standards of the 
country’ 

MY. Hapgood, in giving his version of 
the purchase of thé Weekly from Harper 
& Brothers, slightly amended the state- 
ment given out last week by Col. George 
Harvey. He said he-was not a Demp- 
crat, as stated by Mr. Harvey, but an 
independent. 

“Mr, Harvey gained the idea .that 14 
was a mocrat,’”’ he said, ‘“‘ probably 
from thé fact that I supported President 
Wilson in the last ‘campaign, but as 
before that I had supported Roosevelt 
it would be as fair to call me an Inde- 
pendent Republican as to call me an 
Independent Democrat.’’ 

In answer to a question whether 
Harper's Weekly was bought because 
the Fusion movément' in New be. 
needed an organ, Mr. Hapgood said tha 
that reason was just one of the minor 
reasons figuring in.the matter. 

“The Fusion movement in New York,’ 
he said, ‘‘is merely a part of a reform 
movement throughout the country. The 
Weekly will seek to interpret this move- 
ment as a whole, and in all parts of the 
country. It, is my idea that our chief 
support will come from people who 
want the real -goods about affairs the 
country over, and yet who. do not want 
to be’ bored to death in getting them. 
For such readers I hope to develop a 
good, lively National paper dealing with 
thought and information.”’ 


No Immediate Changes. 


Hapgood was asked if his new 
editorial dut would carry him away 
from the Fubfon cause, or at least cause 
him to resign from its active teadership. 
“TI do not think it a he said. * 
do not propose to attempt any sudden 
or immediate changes in Harper’s. The 
name will. be retained, as far as any 
eit plans go. Title changes to the 
McClure Publications, Inc., the new pub- 
lishers, on June 1, but I suppose it will 
be August before any marked changes 
in the style of the magazine will occur. 
Mr. Hapgood was asked about the 
staff. He said that except for himself 
the managers and officers of the 
Harper’s eekly Company would be 
the same as for the McClure publica- 
tions; whith include McClure’s Maga- 
zine; The Ladies’ World, he

P. F. Collier & Son. Yr. Hapgood said 
that his editorial columns would prob-

‘@My chief business,’’ he said, ‘* will 
be to keep my pores open to the ideas 
that I hope will’ come pouring in upon 
us~from all parts of the country. 1 
would like it if enough editorial ideas 
were sent in so that I could’ spend most 
of.my time gadding about the country 
and™seeing what the people are up to.

STOCKBRIDGE, Mass., May 18.—Ste- 
phen. Dudley Field, sometimes called 
the “father of the trolléy. car” and 
known as an inventor of international 
prominence, died at his home to-day at 
the age of 68 years. Among the inven- 
tions patented: by Mr. Field are the 
quadruplex telegraph, the. electric ele- 
vator, the amplifier for doubling the 
speed of ocean cables, the stock ticker, 
the hotel annunciator, and’ the’ police 
patrol telegraph. Altogether Mr. :Field 
had more than 200 patents in his name. 

Mr. Field began in 1879 a series of 
experiments with motors which ‘could 
be attached to street cars. He Was han- 
dicapped ‘for a time by the lack of 
funds, but carvied his work to a suc- 
cessful termination and constructed 
the. first electrically propellea’car ever 
built which proved practicable. He used 
what now is called the third rail system. 
The overhead trolléy was also of his de- 
vising.

the price of the New Haven’s stock 
was very slight, for the reason that a 
reduction had been fally expected. 
The only uncertainty in the minds of 
most had been regarding the extent 
of the reduction, and the cut of 2 
per cent. from the old rate was the 
least that had been expected. It is 
futile, perhaps, at this late date. to 
dwell on the point, but the belief is 
firmly held /by many that the neces- 
sity of reducing the New Haven’s 


‘dividend can be very directly traced 


to the New Havén’s effort to estab- 
lish a practical monopoly of transpor- 
tation facilities in New England. It 
has ‘been a costly experiment for the 
New Haven, even though it be ad- 
mitted that the pursuit of a different 
policy would not have kept the road 
free from some of the problems with 
which it is confronted.

Prices were 
steadily on the up-grade until a fresh 
wave of pessimism from Vienna de- 
pressed them. The demand for money 
Was 80 active that May rates ate 6 
per cent: for call and 55 for private 
discount.

Prices of industrials are fluctuating 
on the strength of revived reports of 
price’ conventions and unsteadiness of 
the New York market.

The newest con- 
tributioh to the -university’s Hterature 
is a bulletin telling what the Bureau of 
One 
of the things put forth in the bureau’s 
first bid for public recognition. is that 
Millions of dollars could be -sayed ‘an- 
nually by reorganization of the’ retail 
shoe: business in a manner. to provide 
for the quicker turning over of, stock 
and the releasing, through that process, 
of capital on which interest now must 
be paid by the buyers of shoes. 


The ' Business ‘Research Bureau, in 


“telling the public what. it has found out 


about ‘shoe selling, sets forth that ‘‘ be- 
cause of its,impartial, impersonal, and 
non-competitive position, a university is 
pecularly ftted ’”? to do the work of clas- 
sifying and arranging bulletins of the 
costs of all kinds of retailed products. 

It is the intention of the new bureau, 
which is: a branch of the Graduate 
School of Business Administration, to 
find out about the selling of all kinds of 
merchandise. Shoes were picked out for 


" an initial report merely because enough 


facts were brought in by field agents to 
justify it. 

Before making itself known to the 
public the bureau worked quietly for al- 
most.two years. In that time it found 
out that retail shoe dealers kept books 
on scores of jhaphazard systems, so that 
the data needed by the bureau could be. 
procured only by the expenditure, of’ 
much effort in many cases. 

To remedy~ that defect, as an_ initial 
move the bureau’s agents studied the 
bookkeeping of shoe salesmanship. From 
all the systems in. vogue, the Harvard 
System of Accounts for Shoe Retailers 
Was developed. No effort was made to 
fell the new system. It was given in 
exchange for figures about any appli- 
cant’s business. 

When the bookkeeping methods in 
many stores had been reduced to a com- 
mon. system, figures began te pour in 


from the field agents concerning the’ 


cost of conducting retail concerns. - It 
was found that whereas one proprietor 

would conduct his store so that he used 
in expenses only 18 per cent. of the net 
selling price, another .would spend 30 

ex’ cent.,.and so would be only. about 
alf so efficient as his neighbor. 

The details as to-gross profits worked 
out with amazing Variation for different 
stores. Oné proprietor, selling at the 
same price as another, would make 42 
per cent. profit, but hfs neighbor would 
produce-a profit of only 20 per cent. 

The agents for Harvard’s Bureau. of 
Business ‘Research gained their first 
knowledge: about shoe selling: in Wis- 
consin. Afterward they went through 
the Middle Western States and extend- 
ed their inquiries to the Pacific Coast. 

One of the ‘odd things. they: learned 
was that the average shoe dealer sold 
out his stock of men’s shoes about 
twice as fast. as his supply of women’s 
shoes. Taking: both kinds of shoes to- 
gether, the average. retail store turned 
over -its stock last year more than 1.8 
times, but less than 2 times. 

“Imagine the millions of capital that 
could be released from investment in 
merchandise,’ the bureau’s. bulletin 
says, “‘if the retailer could increase his 
stock turns but once. The bearing of 
this, furthermore, on the demand for 
higher profit per pair, w yrather 
prevalent, also may be Been. - More 
stock: turns mean an_ increase in net 
profit without any raising of the pricef 
per pair. 

“The avera ze sales a year range from 

.000 to $16,500 per sales person, cen- 

ring at about. $10,000. The number of 
sales persons employed. should form one” 
of the first rough tests of the efficiency 
of a retail shoe. concern.”

“LUXURY IMPORTS SOAR. 


Art Works Reach’ New Record— 
Gems, Feathers, Wines. Show Gains. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 18. —Imports of 
luxuries, such as. art works, ‘precious: 
stones, laces, feathers, perfumeries, ci- | 
gars, wines, and the like, for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1913, will be great- 
er than ever before, according to De- 
partment’ of Commerce figures’ based on 
such imports for the'nine months ended 
with March. 
“The value of art works imported in 
the latter period was more than $50,000,, 
000, compared with less than_ $30,000,000 
for the’ corresponding. months of last 
year, and with about $20,000,000 in 1911 
and 1910. /This is a new high record.» 
. Importations of diamonds and other 


precious: stones amounted to about 
000,000 in this period, as. against 
000,000 in each of the two preceding 
years. This total’ was exceeded only in 
1910,, when the tmportations were ab- 
normally large by Bent of the light 
importations of 1908 and 1 

Laces, embroideries, and other - arti- 
cles of this class imported in the nine 
months to March showed a value of 
about ‘$36,000,000, or slightly less. than 
for the Serrcenene months of 1912, 
but more than in 1911. 

The value of wines imported amount, 
ed to about’ $70,500,000, an increase of 
about $500,000 ever last year. 

Imports of feathers, artificial and nat- 
ural, reached a value of $9,500,000° to 
‘March, as ‘against $6,250, last year, 
ostrich feathers alone showing a gain 
of about $2,000,000. 

“The chief increase in ,art imports has 
occurred ‘since the enactment of ‘the ex- 
isting tariff law, which placed art works 
twenty years old and’ over upon the free 
list.

BOY SCOUTS MULTIPLY. 


Reported Accessions of Thousands 
Each Week to the Ranks. 


The bulletin of the Boy Scouts issued 
to-day, tells of greater activity among 
the Boy Scouts of America than ever 
before in the history of the organiza- 
tion. In April, it points out, 507 men re- 
ceived commissions. from the National 
Headquarters in this city as against 
426 in the corresponding month last 
year, and 145 men were commissioned 
as. Scout Masters compared with 130 a 
year ago. Thousands of boys, it says, 
are becoming scouts each week. 

The bulletin says,that Boy Scouts: who 
go to camp this Summer are to have 
the opportunity of receiving the new 
typhoid prophylactic if they desire it. 


More than 62,000 men in the Unitea 
States Navy were innoculated with this 
in 1912, and as a result there were 
only three cases of typhoid fever in the 
service in the year. 

The Department of Agriculture of 
Columbus, Ohio has started a garden- 
ing contest for ever 1,000 Boy Scouts 
of Ottawa, Ohio. The winner is to have 
a free trip to Washington and will be 
permitted to call on President Wilson. 
At Poughkeepsie, the Mayor and Com- 
mon Council ‘are offering a Civic medal 
to the Boy Scout who passes the best 





examination on questions relating to’ 


the city. In Delaware and Montgomery 
Counties, Penn., contests are being held 
by Boy Scouts in scout-craft, wood- 
craft, tent-making, archery and bird- 
house building.

Party never ccom- 
mitted’ ttself to the abolition of the State 
Convention. In 1910 a bill was defeated 
in the Legislature which provided for 
direct primaries for’all but the State 
offices in all parts of the State, with 
the exception of the City-of New York. 
‘““When the Democratic Convention 
met in the City of Rochester in the 
Fall of 1910 there was a long discussion 
before the Committee on Resolutions as 
to whether New York City should be 
included or excluded. The late Edward 
M. Shepard, a member of the com- 
mittee, was .one of those who favored 
excluding the City. of: New York. Fi- 
nally it’ was decided to include New 
York City, and to. emphasize this point 
the word -‘ State-wide ’ was used, name- 
ly, that ‘there should. be a uniform ap- 
plication of the law throughout the 
Btite. <0." 

“In quoting from the Syracuse plat- 
form, Gov. Sulzer himself says, ‘ The 
Democratic Legislature of 1911 enacted 
the’ first State-wide direct primary law 
in the history of. the State,’ so that by 
this very platform of 1912 the Demo- 
cratic Party declared the law of 1911 to 
be a State-wide direct primary law, and 
that law distinctly retained the State 
Convention.

Bluecoat, Overpowered by Gang 
Invading _ Dance, Struck 
» While Lying ‘Senseless. 


1,000 -SEE BRUTAL ATTACK 


Two Others Beaten by. Gangsters, 
Who Make Their Escape— 
Policeman WHI Die. 


A dozen young men walked into ‘Hu- 
ber’s Casino, 162d’ Street and Jerome 
Avenue, early yesterday morning and 
started upstairs to the aance hall, where 
the woman’s auxiliary of the Loyal 
Order of. Moose was, giving a bail. 
All were of the type called ‘‘ dance hall 
crashers,’’ because they attempt to force 
their way into dancés late at night 
without paying the price of admission. 
Ali wore caps. This is’ a hallirark' of 
the ‘‘ crasher,’’ who puts his cap in his 
pocket while: dancing: and ‘avoids tipping 
the hatboy.: : 

Charles Moshier, a ‘member. of _the 
Moose Order, who was taking tickets, 
tried. to block :their\way.. They rushed 
past him, and, one:of:the intruders. struck 
him ‘from: behind’ with his fist, knocking 
him--down. -Then the,whole band hur- 
ried upstairs’ and- attempted to get past 
Joseph West,’ a special policeman, who 
was guarding-the door. When they had 
brushed him aside and started. to enter 
the hall, where about 1,000 dancers’ were 
on the ‘floor, West’ blew his police 
whistle. ; 

Policeman John Burggras of the East 
126th Street Station, who was off duty, 


was attending the dance as a guest.. 


He ran to. the.door at the blast from 
the whistle, his brother, Charles Burg- 
gras, and séveral others accompanying 
him.. The ‘‘crashers’’ had turned on 
West and were beating him. Police- 
man Burggras showed his star and took 
@ hand in the fight. When he: pulled 
out his revolver -he found four gangsters 
with guns drawn and levéled at him. 

Nearly all the dancers by this time had 
hurried to one end of the dance floor, 
leaving the stage clear to the policeman 
and the. ‘‘crashers.”. If either side 
opened fire,.it was almost certain that 
some of the people in the hall would 
be shot. Policeman’ Burggras stood his 
ground, hoping. to keep. the intruders at 
bay with his-revolver till reinforcements 
should arrive, 

But while he held his ioloteas ready to 
fire, one -of the ‘' orashers,” who had 
slipped past. him, suddenly struck him 
from behind with the butt of a revolver, 
dropping him to the floor: unconscious. 
At this the others of the gang began to 
use their fists again on Moshier, the 
doorkeeper, and West. All the young 
men among ‘thé dancers were unarmed, 
and had to’ stand looking: on. 

After the. fight had been beaten out.of 
the doorkeeper and special policeman, 
the gangsters turned again to Burggras. 





One man‘ kicked him in the eye and 
others rained kicks about his body. Sev- 
eral women fainted and others screamed, 
whiie the men pleaded .with the ‘‘crash- 
ers’ to let up on the policeman. ' 

On_ the wall behind’ a pane-of glass 
was an axe to be. used in case of fire. 
One of the “crashers”’ hroke the: glass 
and seized the axe. -He brought .it 
down on the head of’ the policeman, 
splitting it open: ~ 

The “ crashers:”’. then. ‘flea from the 
hall. As soon as they Had reached the 
sidewalk a <nunaber of (police whistles 
were sounded in >the: hall. -Policeman 
Bracket of the shabbrid ge Station ar- 
rived to find the. place.;in’ an uproar. 
He sent in a call to his: station and the 
reserves were sent out.-The “ crashers.”’ 
had plenty of time to éscape, however.
